THE CATHOLICS AND CARDINAL MANNING'S 
BIOGRAPIY, 

London, Feb. 1.o-Mr ‘Parcell's § Life of 
Cardiol Manniog,’ia' which he makes stato 
ments regarding the Cardinal's political and 
religious intrigues which arg, damaging to 
the Prolato's roputation, has éreated augh a 
vast amount of offence in Catholic oiralos 
that Cardibal Mounijng’s executora have 
issued a disclaimer of all relation with res- 
poneibility for the work, adding: ‘Wado 
not in the Joagt recognise the Cardinal in 
the so-called biography.’ Novertholesa, the 
sxooutors have been compelled to admit that 
the work ie founded upon Cardinal Man.

LORD SALISBURY ON THE sirUATION, 

dondon, Jan. 31,—Lord Salisbury then 
turned abruptly to tho’ Armenian ques. 
tion, aud reproached the religious commu- 
nities with laboriag ander a mistake when 
they supposed tbat England had bound 
herself in honor to succor the Armenians, 
which means to goto war with the Sultan 
in order to fores him to govern the Arrac- 
nisns well. Tho Berlin treaty, ho said, 
merely bound the signatory powers that.if 
the Sultan promulgated .cartaia reforma, 
tbop would. watch over tho execution of 
thors reforms, nothing moro. Hoe did not 
thiak anyon could interpret that os an 
undertaking to go to war, As to the Oypras 
Convention, Lord Salisbury continaed, it 
contains no trace of an undertaking to ine 
torfare in bohalf of tho Sultan's subjecta, 
‘I waa concarnad in thé drafting of both 
these conventions,’ Lurd Salisbury said, 


pledge my‘vountry to sttch o desperate un- 
dortaking.’ 

Tho speaker reminded his heaters that 
the reforms whioh the Sultan had recently 
secopted, although very good reforms 
could not be expeoted "to produce good 
government ia two months, : 

‘Thoy requiro {ime ta work out,’ tho 
speaker Went on to say, ‘They would ro- 
quire timein a civilised community, and 
much more so in a savage and fanatical 
community, J hope they will have 4 beno- 
ficial effect us 'the time progresses.’ 

Lord Salisbury then continued by saying : 
‘Meantime by spreading among the Turke 
tho fecling that their dominion was threaten. 

hb: tha_raforma-hava—urtoebunatoly. 
the perpotration of horrors, which can only 
be compared with the days of Geughis 
han and Tamerlane. I am aware that 
many influential people’ aver that 
this was dose by the Sultan and his Go» 
VYeroment with set. purpose, My own 
opinion is that the Sultan's Government 
is weak, wrotched, impotent and power- 
lees, bat it isa dream to {nagine that he 
ordered the porpotration of these cruelties, 
In my judgment there is no ground for 
thinking wo. It was aca fantion-aad oresd 
faction, drivon to the highest polut ia their 
ost oorrnpt and most horrible form, 
which brought upon tho wretched Are 
Tenians these terrible sufferings, If you 
oak why wo have not interfored, Ioan 
only onswer for England that we could 
have threatened what I may call annoy: 
atioed, in tho neining of quatome hota and 
there, but when you ate dealing with the 
tising of a.wholo fanatival population 
agalust a population with whom thoy have 
beon at bitter eumity for agea, and who 
ore aituated im mountains far removed 
from tha nas shore, yon are doveiv. 
ing Yourselvea if, you imagine that Bogs 
land's ‘arm, long aa: it- in, could have 
dono anything in mitigation, Nothing: 
but a military ‘vccupation sodld have 
done it, and Hogland does not pone
